Meager reports of the fighting in­

They also are 
operating to the north of lchang, 
which might represent an effort to 
get at the capital by a route north 
of the Yangtze. 
Yesterday's Chi­ 
nese communique reported a suc­ 
cessful counter-attack against 
Hie 
Japs in tilts latter zone 
Of course, General Chiang still 
has a vast hinterland Into which he 
could retire 
wrth hts government 
and hts armies.
